Genera! 8. B. Buckner stated that the bil!, in tts 
present form, was very unjust to foreign compa- 
nies; (hat its provisions were onerous ani calcu- 
lated to drive fore gn companies from the State; 
(hat seme common action by the representatives 
of such companies be taken. All of them were 
in fevor of ® good insurance law—one which 
would operate equally upon al! companies. The 
safety of the policy-holders wag of the drst im- 
portance, and that -hould be the object of al! 
laws that nfght be paceed. In hit« opinion, the 
be-t way to accomplish the object of the meeting 
wes to appoint a committe: of three to examine 
the subject and report upon the best mode of oc 
tion, and mede a motion to that effect. 

The mo'ton was adopted and Gen. §. B. Buck. 
ner, W. W. Morris, and T. A. Lyons were ip- 
pointed the commi.tee. 

Om motion the chairman was added to the 
comm ittee. 

Mr. Morris spoke of the pecesaity of some per- 
mabent orgenization or arsoctation of the agents 
of foreign companies, an? said thatsach ao org in- 
ization would be of great beneft: inat the ex'igen- 
cles of (he case demanded immediate action. 
He hed seen a bill prepared by Mr. Hayden 
which would be presented to ube Leg@isiature 
this week.
